NELLIE’S DISAPPEARANCE. 

This morning there is a break in the family 
circle that bas left the parents stunned by its 
suddenness andterribleimport. Their brief 
eason of pleasure has been rudely 

arred- and the terrible ordeal 

hich they are now undergoing will 
forever tinge the memory of this to them un- 
fortunate Fair week with keen regret. 

Last night their 14-year-old daughter Nellie 
mysteriously disappeared. 

The circumstances under which she left her 
parents lead them to fear the worst. 

When Mr. Jones and his family reached the 
city they were directed to 511 Pine street, 
where they found a furnished room 
on the fourth floor. They were in- 
doors but little during the day 
and the eariler part of the evening they 
spent walking about the crowded streets. 
Never once were the four of them separated.

LonpDow, Oct. 8.—The question as! to who 
will succeed the late Lord Tennyson as Poet 
Laureate is argued from all compass of dis- 
cussion in literary, social and political cir- 
cles. The idea that Algernon Swinburne 
would accept the office should it be offered 
him ig ridiculed by those belonging to his 
intimate circles. ‘though his Democratic 
chants closed years ago he has neither writ- 
ten nor saidanything to justify the report 
that he has repented of his republican lyrics. 
He may regret the unmeasured ardor of his 
earlier poems, but there is absolutely noth- 
ing to justify a beliefthat he regrets the 
democratic sentiments contained in them. 

Wm. Morris, who ranks next to Swinburne 
as the greatest living English poet, is as 
equally impossible for the office as is Swin- 
burne. He is ared, hot socialistanda friend of 
Swinburne. Bot& hold in scorn the notion of 
composing toorder laureate lines for royal 
events. So, dismissing these two from the 
list of possibilities, it will De seen that the 
aspirants for the honor of laureateship are 
Lewis Morris, Sir Edwin Arnold, Alfred Aus- 
tin and Robert Buchanan, All these are 
ready tospin royal rhymes. If the opinions 
of good literary critics are followed the Gov- 
ernment will not recommendéd any one for the 
position, but will leave the post vacant. Ifa 
decision in the matter depended upon court 
inclination the choice would be balanced be- 
tween Robert Buchananand Lewis Morris. 
Sir Edwin Arnold hasataint of heresy. Al- 
fred Austin is appreciated at his proper value 
asa poetiser. Kobert Buchanan isa favor- 
ite at court through his ‘‘Idyls and Legends 
of Inverburn,’’ and his prose poem, ‘‘The 
Land of Lorne,’’ but some of his views will 
tell greatly against him. 

Lewis Morris, as a candidate for the 
laureateship, is blameless. His poetical 
works beara general air of respectability. 
He itis who wrote ‘‘Songs of Great Britain,’’ 
now in its third edition, embodying the odes 
on the Queen’s Jubilee and on the imperial 
institute, the latter of which he wrote by re- 
quest, Owing to the illness atthe time of Lord 
Tennyson. For this work he received tho 
jubilee medal from the Queen. As aman and 
verse writer he has much to commend him to 
the court. Good English critics place him on 
a par with Tupper as a poet. 

Robert Buchanan has written a sixteen- 
verse obituary poem on the death of Tenny- 
son. It concludes as follows: 

Peace to the Knight who kept his vow 
While others have slept like sand; 
But who shall sing to mortals now 
Of that lost fairyland. 


CHOLERA NEWS. 


OFFICERS MALTREATED BY A MOB 
OF WOMEN. 

Bupa PEstH,Oct.8.—On Thursday last there 
were reported in this city fifty-three new 
cases of cholera and nineteen deaths from 
the disease. The ignorant classes still at- 
tempt to prevent the sanitary authorities 
from performing their duties, and it would 
not be surprising should the government ac- 
cede tothe demands of the newspapers for 
the appointment ofa health commission with 
unlimited powers, tofight the epidemic. The 
latest attempt of the denizens of the lower 
quarters of the city to prevent the cleaning 
and disinfection of their houses occurred to- 
day. Several of the sanitary officers were 
engaged in the work of disinfection when 
they were set upon by the occupants of the 
house in which they were working. Their 
assailants were at first women armed with 
kettles of boiling water, which they threw 
out of doors and windows on theofficers. The 
latter, finding the situation Htera'ly too hot 
for them, fled into the street. Here a num- 
ber of men and boys had gathered, and when 
the officers appeared they were greeted with 
showers of stones. Some of the inspectors 
were quite severely injured.

RELIGIOUS NEWS. 


No Colored Bishops Appointed by the 
Episcopal Convention. 


BALTIMORE, Oct, 8.—The report of’ Bishop 
Dudiey, Chairman of thé Special Commission 
on Colored Work, yesterday is agitating the 
members of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
Convention very much. -The commission 
comes out openly aga Clearly against the 
appointment of colored Dishops. Should the 
report be adopted, of which there 


seems to be little doubt, it will effectually 
dispose of the question for at least three 
years more. The report states that the com- 
mission cannot see wherein any change 
could be made in the canon law of the church 
that would make the church work more 
effective among the colored people. As the 
appointment of colored bishops cannot be 
made without a change in the canon law, it 
seems unlikely that the c¢olored Episcopals 
can get bishopric representation. It may be 
ssible this change will be made in spite of 
he unfavorable representation, but {tis not 
believed this will De done, The report goes 
on to show the work amongtte colored Epis- 
copalians and goes on with a resolution that 
this work be continued, but the consistory of 
the Southern bishops of the church best 
know the wants and needs of the church. At 
present the commission is composed of bis- 
ops, ministers and laymen chosen from every 
section of the country. 

The committee of bishops of the Columbian 
celebration will soon hold a meeting and 
arrange for a religious exercise on Oct, 21. 

The regular triennial sermon of the con- 
vention will be preached to-morrow evening 
at Emanuel Church -by Bishope Cox of 
Western New York. His subject will be 
‘*‘The growth of Cchristianity in this ountry 
since its discovery by Columbus.’’

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IMPORTANCE OF DENTISTS. 


An Effort to Have the Profession Declared 
Exempt From Jury Service. 

A case of interest to all dentists in Missouri 
will be argued in the Supreme Court of the 
State next week. It is one in which Dr. 
Adam Fiickinger of St. Louis has mandh- 
mused Judge Fisher of the &st. Louis Circuit 
Court to compel him to place his name on the 
listof persons who are exempt from jury 
duty. 

Mr. Selden P. Spencer, the attorney for the 
dentist, has filed a rather interesting brief in 


which he goes back to the days of 
Blackstone, when barbers were the principal 
tooth- pullers and were considered gentlemen 
of sufficient medical eminence to be exempt 
from jury duty. The common law set sucha 
value on the teeth that it wasemayhem to 
Knock out a front tooth. The statutory pro- 
vision of this State is that every person 
**Who ts actually exercising the tunctions of 
& practitioner of medicine shall be exempt 
from serving on a jury,.’’ 

The attorney cites in his brief the entire 
course of study of the Missouri Dental College 
in supportof hiscase. He also quotes ex- 
tensively from the rules of the International 
Medical Congress, the American Medical 
Association, the address of Oliver 
Wendell Holmes before the dental depart- 
ment of Harvard College, the adaress 
of Dr. Daniel Brainard at Chicago and that of 
Dr. N. J. Davis in responding to a toast be- 
fore the American Dental! Association. These 
may be all excellent authorities in their line, 
but itis a subject of conjecture {ast how they 
will be received by the austere judges of the 
State Supreme Bench. They can scarcely be 
Classed as judicial decisions.

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A WEEK OF FESTIVITIES BEGUN AT 
_ NEW YORK. 


Allthe World Unites in Celebrating the 
Birthday of the Western Hemisphere— 
Promise of the Grandest Naval Display 
Ever Witnessed—Programme of the 
Week’s Pageantry. 


New Yorn, Oct. 8.—Every nationality 
under the sun, excepting possibly the Hot- 
‘tentotsand Chinese, will take part in the 
celebration commemorative ofthe discovery 
of America by Columbus to be held in this 
city during the next six days, beginning to- 
day. “And to judge by the programme pre- 
pared, it will surpass in grandeur and scene 
anything any of the numerous nationalities 
taking part ever before hela. 

The programme has been completed. The 
order of each day’s exercises has been 
arranged, each official has been assigned his 
duty, the last link tothe grand banquet has 
been completed and the great machinery will 
be set in motion to-day, and it will continue 
to grind out wonders until Thursday night. 
It will be a celebration that will long be re- 
membered, Nothing like it has ever before 
been seen, and this generation will not see it 
again. It will be an epoch in history, and 
when the children of to-day become gray 
grandfathers they will tell the children of the 
generation tocome of the grand celebration 
in New York on the four hundredth anni- 
versary of the discovery of America by Chris- 
topher Columbus. 

For the last three days New York has been 
decorating as she never decorated before. 
From old Castle Garden to Harlem there Is 
scarcely a break. It is almost one continu- 
ous line of decoration, not only on Broad- 
way, but on the less prominent thorough- 
fares, and from the general éffect there 
appears to be enough flags, bunting and 
Grapery of various kinds to encircle the 
globe with a monstrous band of red, white 
and blue, green and yellow. Solemn, digni- 
fied old Trinity and St. Paul’s have taken on 
a gorgeous array of bright colors that almost 
make them appear young again. The busi- 
ness blocks, the private dwellings, the 
hotels and places of amusement are grace- 
fully, ,beautifully hung with bunting and 
flags. ; 

TO-DAY’S SERVICES. 

The services to-day and to-morrow will be 
To-day the Hebrews, to-morrow 
the Christians, will offer thanks to the Al- 
mighty, each after his manner of bellef, for 
having guided Columbus to America and for 
having established here a government of 


religious freedom. 

There will be a parade of students and 
schoolboys Monday morning, at 10 o’clock. 
It willbe a parade that could haraly be re- 
produced in any other country in the world. 
It will be 40,000 strong. There will be 10,000 
sturdy New York public school boys, 16,000 
free school children, 8,000 youths from -the 
parochial schools and 8,000 college students, 
1,000 of whom willappear in caps and gowns, 
It will be a magnificent display of the rising 
generation, a sample of what may be ex- 
pected twenty years hence, a_ rebuke 
to the croaking pessimists who would 
have you believe the world is going to the 
‘*Jemnition bow-wows,’’ Included in this 
parade will be 200 Indian boys from the gov- 
ernment schoolat Carlisle, Pa. ‘‘The Tri- 
umph of Columbus’’ wiil be sung by a chorus 
of 800 voices at the Carnegie Music Hallinthe 
evening, and after that Is over thé great 
bridge across East River will be liluminated. 
Colored fire will be burned on top of the lofty 
piers, and the huge girders and monster 
cables will be litup witha glitter ol electric 


lights, 
NAVAL DISPLAY. 

The naval parade will be the feature of 
Tuesday’s programme, Inthat willappear 
warships from all the great powers of the 
earth, the pick of England’s navy, men-of- 
war from France, Italy and Spain, swift 
cruisers from the navies of Germany, Russia 
and Austria, and the Philadelphia, Atlanta, 
Vesuvius and Miantonomah of the White 
Squadron floating the glorious stars and 
stripes. The sister Republics of south Amer- 
Yca will also be represented. Plucky little 
Juili will send the famous Capt. Prattasa 
representative of her navalpowers. Follow- 
ing the vessels of war will come the fleet of 
ocean greyhounds. Then will come 120 mer- 
chantmen and steam yachts. Inthe entire 
parade it is estimated there will be from 200 
800 vessels. The line will form at Gravesend 
Bay at 12:30 p. m., and thence will move up 
the bay toa point in North River opposite 
the Grant monument. 

Inthe eveningthe Roman Catholic socle- 
ties will parade and be reviewed by Arch- 
bishop Corrigan.

But the 
greatest attraction of the night will be at 
Brooklyn Bridge. From the lofty arches of 
that modern wonder will be given a display 
of fire-works that will startle even the oid 
Fourth-of-July veterans. From the top of 
the great span to the water will be a 
‘*Niagara Falis’’ of fire 500 feet long and 180 
feet high. Them there will be marvels of 
Koman candles, sky-rockets and colored 
fire.

Hebrews in this city, held special services in 
the synagogue at Fifth avenue and Ninth 
street. Rabbi Pierlera Mendes officiated. 
This congregation was formed 200 years ago 
by the Hebrews driven out of Spainin the 
famous expulsion of 1492, and the services 
this morning were out of the ordinary in con- 


sequence of the dual anniversary. The an- 
cient ritual was read with traditional chants, 
andthe music consisted of melodies dating 
back priortothe expulsion. The rabbi de- 
livered a special sermon. In jhe Sixty- 
seventh Street Synagogue Dr. Drachmon’s 
subject was ‘‘Israel’s Debt of Gratitude to 
Columbus and America.’’ Dr. Alexander 
Kohut in Temple Ahawath Chess, spoke on 
‘*The Importance of Columbus’ Discovery 
forthe Jews.’’ In the Temple Emmanuel 
Dr. Silverman addressed his congregation on 
**America, the Land of Promise.’’ These 
are but a few of the numerous exercises that 
are being held. To-night the National Acad- 
emy of Design will be thrown opento the 
great Columbian Loan Exhibition. 

The services in all the Hebrew temples 
were distinctively patriotic, differing only hy 
this that the synagogues adhering to the 
rigid ceremontals of the orthodox faith, per- 
mitted no interior devoratiors to interfere 
with the severe simplicity of the services in- 
cident to the feast of the tabernacles. Thus, 
attheancient ‘*Shearith Israel’’ Synagogue 
on Nineteenth ‘street and Fifth avenue, 
the oldest and wealthiest congregation 
in the country, a flag floating 
from the roof was the only outside indication 
of the special services in progress. Only 
members of the congregation or of the faith 
were admitted. At the handsome temple 
Emanuel, Fifth avenue and Forty-first street, 
which possesses the largest congregation of 
the reformed Jews inthe United States, the 
pulpit was festooned with United States flags 
and bunting and the fruits of the country 
lavishly displayed, symbolized the feast of 
the tabernacies.

At the Forty-third Street Syna- 
gogue and others of the reformed faith, 
music of a high-order was rendered by 
trained choirs conducted by eminent musi- 
cians.

No citizen is deteived by the attempt 


which is as absurd as itis disreputable to | 


foist the responsibilty for the robbery of 
the city Treasury through a Mayor’s remit 
of the Antoine Marshall fine upon the 
messenger boy of the Mayor’s office. 

Secretary Brennan’s previous statements 
with regyrd to the mythical Smith and his

Whether Padberg did the dirty work or 
not the evidence is complete that it was 
with the conpivance of higher authority.

MORMON TEST OATH. 

HatLey, Idaho, Oct. 8.—Judge Stockslager 
ot the Fourth District Court has declared the 
Tdahotest oath law unconstitutional. The 
case was brought by a Mormon, whom 
a Registrar in Cassia County had re- 
fused to register because he de.- 
clined to subscribe to the test oath. 


“The Idaho Constitution provides that no per- 


son belonging to an organization thatteaches 
or encourages polygamy shallexercise fran- 
chise. Underthis clause the Legislature at 
its first session provided atest oath, one 
feature of whichis that the elector must 
swear that he hasnot since Jan. 1, 1888, be- 
longed .to an orgenization which teaches 
or encgurages polygamy, etc,, Since the 
Mormon Church renounced pOlygamy its 
members have been qualified fo subscribe to 
the constitutional provisions, but they can- 
not take the iegisiative test oath. Judge 
Stockslager holds that the legislative enact- 
ment abridgesa right guaranteed by the con- 
stitution; that it is retrotractive, ex post 
facto, and therefore void. 

A similar case willl be heard by the Supreme 
Court next week. If that body rules as 
Stock siager has done it will increase the vote 
of Idaho some 25,000 and introduce a new ele- 
ment into the election, the political com.

When time was called, and the men ad- 
vanced tothe center of the ring, Pruitt’s 
fearful proportions seemed to dwarf the 
light, athletic frameof his opponent. But 
though the smaller man, Kennedy went 
to work with a_ewil), and as Pruitt 
stood there defiantly kennedy would give 
himajaband then getaway. Twoogthree 
times in the first round Kennedy landed blows 
on the body and face without receiving a re- 
turn and it was only in the closing rally that 
Pruittianded atall. Still the great disparity 
in size led allto think that Pruitt would win 
in the long run. 

In the first round Kennedy aimed a blow 
at Pruitt and then as the latter countered 
Kennedy fell. Pruitt’s seconds claimed first 
knovk down, but the referee said that Ken- 
nedy had simply slipped and fallen and re- 
fused to allow the claim. Three times in the 
first round Kennedy tapped Pruitt on the face 
but not hard enough to phase the big fél- 
low. 

‘when the second round opened Ken- 
nedy, to the surprise of all, 
went at the big man like a cooper 
arounda barrel. At the very call of time he 
planted a stiff punch straight on Prutitt’s 
stomach and then he followed this up witha 
stinging righthander on theleft cheek. The 
body blow seemed to stagger Pruitt and his 
counters lacked force. But not to be done up 
soeasily Pruitt also went to work and a 
terrific exchange of blows followed. 
Kennedy’s strokes, however, were backed up 
by the most steam and after two minutes of 
fiuhting be landed his right full on Pruitt’s 
left jaw and the latter fell in Kennedy’s 
corner, it was a clean knock- 
down and there were tremendous 
shouts from Kennedy’s adherents. 
The referee counted the seconds 
and as he reached the number ‘‘ten,’’ Pruitt 
raised himself slowly fromthe ground, and 
siood there looking dazed and yet. still de- 
fiant. The rapid work had also winded Ken- 
nedy somewhat but, recovering, he renewed 
the attack.

He suc- 
ceeded Samuel Fisher as the jockey who rode 
Bramble for them, when tnhetr stable con- 
tained only threeor four horses. He then 
rode atanextremely low weight and he be- 
gan riding inimportant stakes at a very 
early age. Herode Bramble in his greatest 
races and plloted Luke Blackburn, Hindoo, 
George Kinney, Miss Woodford, Ripple, Tre- 
|'mont, Runnymede, Sir Dixon, \Warfleld, 
Charlies Gorham, Bessie June and all the 
most celebrated horses that the Dwyer Bros, 
owned in that marvelous seriesof triumphs 
in the richest stakes both tn the East and in 
the West that extended over so many years. 
McLaughlin first introduced in this couutry 
the running start witha horse. He would lie 
behind the field at the post,get his horse fully 
into his stride with asudden rush and when 
the fleld passed the starter he would be on 
even terms with the other horses, but as the 
flag fell McLaughlin’s mount would be mov: 
ing so much more rapidly than the others, 
having got completely into his stride, that in 
afew rods after the horses had got away 
fromthe starter McLaughlin’s horse wouid 
be far in front. This caused complaint 
at various times from owners and traltners in 
rival stables to the effect that McLaugh- 
lin wasa favorite of the starters, and was 
always getting the best ofthe start; but this 
apparent uniairness in the start was only ap- 
parent, because when the signal was given 
McLaughlin’s horse, asarule, was notan 
inch in advanceof the fleld. The advantage 
was due tot jockey’s superior skill in 
handling his horse at the outset. In his most 
successful days McLaughlin wasa fair judve 
of pace, although not equal inthatto the 
bestofthe English jockeys; but he was as 
quick at the start as any English jockey ever 
known, and as powerful at thie finish. 


BOARD OF CONTROL TROUBLES. 

A number of owners will jump the Board of 
Control fence and take their chances with 
the winter track people at the endof the 
Morris Park meeting. The general belief 
among turfmenis thatthe Board of Control 
will be broken up before May 15 next and 
that if any organization takes its place there 
will be a general wiping of slates and begin- 


ning of fresh accounts. 

As the Board of Control exists at present it 
isa mere aggregation ofrace track Owners 
to increase diviuends. Indeed, itis not at all 
certain that the board is not a mere trust, 
with the customary divisions of profits 
among its different members, says a Gotham 
turf authority. 

Outside of Mr. Cassatt, who never attends 
any of the meetings of the board, and who 
was elected when he was connected with 
Monmouth Park, there are only two members 
who do not own race tracks or who are race 
track employes. Of course these two men 
are utterly powerless to do anything 
opposed to the wishes of the track- 
owners, even if they wanted to. 
To a man not aturfman this remarkable 
body is a startling anomaly. It was ap- 
pointed by nobody, it is responsible to nobody 
and yet it assumes absolute authority over at 
least two thousand racing men, who own 
$2,000,000 worth of thorougtbred horses. The 
only men who have jeered at it from the be- 
ginning are the bookmakers, who laughea to 
scorn the rule about coupling horses in the 
betting. 

The men who raced on winter tracks have 
been amazingly meek, consiiering all things. 
Any one of them could have obtained a court 
order compelling a jockey club to receive his 
entries,for the jockey clubs are as mych pub- 
lic institutions as railroads or street cars, 
Mr. Vanderbilt has just as much right to 
keep a reputable man from racingat his 
sheepshead Bay track as he would have two 
\keep the same man from riding on his 
‘Central Railroad, 

Mr. Hammersley, who raced at Guttenburg 
last winter, is going totest the case in the 
courts next spring if his entries are refused 
and it will be interesting to have the Board 
of Control explain its origin and standing in 
a court of law, if it does not not save itself 
much humiliation by disbanding.
